IT the Pious of Saxe-Gotha, with the inscription ERNESTUS 
DEI. GRAT. DUK. SAXON. JUL. CL. ET. MON. (Julius Cleves and 
Montfort) 


The reverse bears a portrait of his consort, HLIZABETH 
Sopu1a, daughter of Duke John Philip of Altenburgh, 10th 
October, 1619, d. 20th December, 1680, with the inscription, 
ELISABETH SOPHIA D.G. NAT ET CONJUG DUC SAX JU. CL. E.M. 

The gold portraits are encircled by a beautiful and delicate 
coloured enamel floral wreath, and spiral ribbons terminating 
in a facetted crystal, from which depends a pearl, 33 in. long, 
54 in. total length 


Ernest the Pious was the son of Duke John of Saxe-Weimar, 
born on Christmas Day, 1601, at Altenburg, where he died 
on the 26th March, 1675. He married in 1636, reigned as 
Duke from 1640-1675, and was the founder of the House of 
Saxe-Gotha, which later, with the addition of Coburg, became 
the House of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. 


This beautiful badge is not only of superb workmanship, but 
of the utmost rarity, and was only given in this form to 
other high personages by the Duke of Saxony himself. The 
badge was probably executed about 1650, and may well have 
been given as a reward at the end of the Thirty Years’ War 
in 1648, from which date it has always been in the possession 
of a princely German family. 


Only one other specimen of this very rare badge appears to 
be recorded, in the Gotha Museum.

This collection, forty-eight in number, was formed princi- 
pally from the Beresford Hope collection, and the stones are 
mounted, one in a snuff box and the others in rings or pendants. 

They imitate a hermit in a cave, miniatures of men and 
women, a cameo, eyes, various animal heads, ete. and in most 
instances the illusion is perfect. 

They are mounted in four drawers in a small mahogany 
cabinet, formerly the property of Queen Victoria, and a manu- 
script description of the items accompanies the lot.
